directly or indirectly to dise rimination 
Passed unaminously, the order 


national origin or religion.”

Humboldt State College stu 
dents that Negro members of 
their football team, participa- 
ting in a post-season game were 
forced to stay in segregated 
hotel facilities in Florida. 

The current order is limited 
only to siate colleges.

Finally, what kind of super- 
vision do you provide? 

An outstandirg senior or 
voung graduate student lives on 
each floor and advises the floor

visers who also live in the build- 
ing. These are men and women 
(usually between age 25 and 
30) who have their master’s in 
guidance or a related field 
They are permitted to work part 
time on a doctorate.”
